Laird Explains 
Bombing Reports 
A s 'Not Normal' 


CHICAGO (AP) - Melvin R. Laird 
denies that he authorized falisified 
reports of secret U.S. bombing in 
Cambodia but says he started a 
reporting procedure that was not of 
“the normal type.” 


Laird, a form er secretary of 
defense, told newsmen on Friday that 
the reporting procedure “ran directly 
to the chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, me and the President of the 
United States.” 


Laird said the procedure 
he 
authorized for reporting the secret 1969 
bombings was “not the normal type of 
reporting procedures used in Vietnam 
... but because of diplomatic sensi­ 
tivity a separate channel of reporting 
was established.” 
Laird, now President Nixon’s chief 
domestic adviser, denied that he 
authorized 
falsified 
Defense 
Department reports. He said the 
continued government silence on 
clandestine air operations after the 


U.S. incursion into Cambodia in April 
1970 was a mistake.

Cambodian 
sanctuaries used by the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong. 
Laird said secrecy about the 
operations was requested by officials 
of the State Department whom he did 
not name. 
The reporting procedure was taken 
to the National Security Council and 
approved by him after “total and 
complete discussion at the highest 
levels of the White House,” Laird said. 
Laird talked with newsmen a day 
after a top secret memo was made 
public that showed Laird’s approval of 
procedures aim ed at hiding the 
bombings from the news media.

Tiny Water War 
On Canada Border

Peace Arch, a symbol of friendship 
between the United States and its 
northern neighbor. 


At the root of the dispute is a local 
drought and Canadian regulations that 
prevent Canadian water from being 
shipped to this tiny American commu­ 
nity. 


The water commissioners of Point 
Roberts, a six-square-mile peninsula 
accessible by road only through 
Canada, are seeking the water cutoff. 
They say adjoining

Clear Skies 
Favor Nation

Clear skies favored most of the 
nation today but inevitable summer 
thunderstorms dotted scattered areas 
from the Rockies to New England.

The water dispute became public 
Thursday night when the Point 
Roberts’ water commissioners asked 
the city of Blaine, Wash., to stop water 
deliveries to nearby Surrey, B.C. 
Surrey, a small border community, 
relies upon larger Blaine for its water 
supplies. 
The 
International 
Peace 
Arch is located on the U.S.-Canada 
border between the two communities. 
In addition to requesting the water 
cutoff, the commissioners discussed 
the possibility of cutting off water 
supplies to homes owned by Canadians 
at Point Roberts. 
The community has 850 Canadian 
residents and 350 Americans. Officials 
say the Canadians who vacation or live 
on Point Roberts consume 77 per cent 
of the water. 
Beginning today, 7,000-gallon milk 
trucks will make 50-mile round-trips 
from Blaine with water to replenish 
Point Roberts’ tank. 
As of late Friday, 225,000 gallons 
remained in the one-million-gallon 
tank fed by underground wells. 
Water Board Chairm an H arry 
Sames said the community 
uses 
200,000 gallons a day despite rationing. 
“We’ve done all we could to meet 
with them as neighbor to neighbor and 
friend to friend,” said Commissioner 
Harry Swanson. “Now, it’s up to 
them.” 


Two Boys Charged 
In Torture Deaths 


HOUSTON (AP) — Two teenage 
boys face a total of six murder charges 
after leading police to 23 mutilated 
bodies and telling a horror story of 
homosexual torture killings. 


Police say they believe as many as 
seven more bodies may be found. 
Murder with malice charges were 
filed early today against Elmer Wayne 
Henley Jr., 17, and David Brooks, 18. 


They told police they had procured 
other teen-age boys for homosexual 
assaults by Dean Corll, 33. Henley told 
police 
he 
shot Corll 
to death 
Wednesday. 


Henley was charged with two counts 
of murder for the deaths of Marty Ray 
Jones, 18, and Charles C. Cobble. 17. 
Harris County Asst Dist Atty. Mi­ 
chael J. 
Hinton said Jones was 
strangled with a cord and Cobble was 
shot to death, both on July 27. 


Brooks was charged for the murder 
of William Ray lawrence, 15, on July 
IO. lawrence was strangled with a 
cord. 


Jones, Cobble and lawrence are the 
only victims who have been identified. 
On Friday, Henley and Brooks were 
c harged on three counts of murder in 


San Augustine County, in East Texas. 
Four bodies, including that of 
lawrence, were found there near Lake 
Sam Rayburn 
The bodies of Jones and Cobble were 
discovered in a mass grave site at a 
Houston boat dock that contained 17 
bodies. 
The two youths also pointed out 
where two bodies were buried on High 
Island, near Galveston. 
Houston Detective W. L. Young said 
Henley has admitted killing nine of the 
victims. 
Brooks gave police a long, grisly 
statement Friday in which he said he 


thought five bodies were buried on 
High Island. 
“In all, I guess, there were between 
25 and 30 boys killed,” he said. 
Henley told reporters there were 
fewer victims. 
“I never said there was 30 people. I 
said 24,” Henley, who insists on being 
called “Junior,” told reporters as he 
watched jail trusties dig for bodies on 
High Island. 
Digging was suspended Friday 
evening because of rising tides, a 
crowd of sightseers and Brooks’ and 
Henley’s failure to locate further 
graves. 
Full Nixon Cash Report Slated 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - 
California's secretary of state says he 
has been promised a full financial 
report next month on President 
Nixon’s 1972 re-election campaign. 
Secretary of State Edmund G. 
Brown Jr., a Democrat, said he 
expects to get details of millions of 
dollars in still-secret contributions 
from Nixon campaign officials on Sept. 
28. 
“All financial activities of the Nixon 
campaign will now be brought into the 
open, and the public will finally 
receive a full accounting of how money 
was raised and spent,” Brown said 
Friday. 
Brown said he invoked a little-used

C alifornia’s Republican attorney 
general, Evelle J. Younger, in 
negotiating the agreement with the Fi­ 
nance Committee to Re-elect the 
President in Washington. 
The report will include all money 
contributed to the Nixon campaign 
before a new federal law went into 
effect April 7, 1972, that required 
disclosure of all contributions, Brown 
said. 
He said Nixon campaign officials 
have agreed to provide records on 
contributions made before 1971, 
although that information may not be 
ready by Sept. 28.

Prime Rate 
Hike Curbs 
Borrowing 


NEW YORK (AP) — Many major 
banks have announced an increase in 
their prime lending rate from 9 to 9V< 
per cent, a new high and the 12th prime 
rate hike this year. 
The increase, announced Friday, 
involves the minimum borrowing fee 
banks charge their most credit-worthy 
corporate customers and will have no 
immediate effect on mortgage, auto or 
other consumer loans. 
Wall Street reacted negatively to the 
prime rate rise, with the Dow Jones 
industrial stock average dropping 9.11 
points 
to 892.38—the blue chip 
indicator’s ninth loss in IO trading ses­ 
sions. 
Secretary of the Treasury George P. 
Shultz, however, said the latest prime 
rate boost was a “desirable” short­ 
term development that would help 
dampen inflationary loan demand. 
“The new rate is very high, but the 
high rates will cool off the economy,” 
Shultz said at a news conference in 
Detroit. 
Initiating the increase was First 
National City Bank of New York, the 
nation’s second largest. 
At the beginning of this year, the 
prime rate was only 6 per cent. The 
repeated increases reflect strong 
corporate demand for short-term loans 
to finance plant and inventory growth.

Morris L. Radoff, state archivist and 
records administrator, said Friday he 
was handed a subpoena Thursday for 
all papers and records pertaining to 
Agnew and Jerome B. Wolff, a former 
Agnew aide who has been identified as 
a principal subject of the investigation.

Guerrilla sources said Habash was 
booked on the Baghdad-bound plane 
with two other guerrillas. 
Habash, who is on Israel’s most 
wanted list, changed the group’s travel 
plans at the last minute in what has 
become a standard security tactic 
among top guerrilla leaders, the infor­ 
mants said. 
Other reports said there were two 
Iraqi Airlines flights to Baghdad 
scheduled to leave within minutes of 
each other and the Israelis diverted 
the wrong plane. The reports said the 
Israelis pirated charter Flight 006a on 
the presumption that it was the 
regularly scheduled Flight 006, which 
was delayed because of its late arrival 
from Vienna. 
It was the first time Israel had 
diverted a commercial Arab aircraft 
outside Israeli air space. In the past, 
Israel has denounced Arab hijackings 
as international crimes that should be 
dealt with liarshly.

Feeding And Handling 
Of Feeder Cattle Studied 


By George Hamrick 
Those first weeks after new feeder 
calves arrive at the feedlot have been 
termed by some cattlemen as the most 
critical period in the birth-to-market 
lives of beef animals This is the time 
when shipping fever and other 
diseases hit newly shipped calves 
Careful feeding and management 
often make the difference between 
profit and loss 


Scientists have been focusing major 
attention on feeder claves, trying to 
pin down and eliminate stress factors 
and overcome the threat of shipping 
fever. 


Several studies with new feeder 
calves were reported at the 1973 Ohio 
Beef Day at the Ohio Agricultural 
Research and Development Center by 
animal scientist Dr. R L. Preston and 
veterinary researcher Dr. C K Smith 


In one study, 194 steer claves were 
used to study the role of roughage 
source, medication, and housing on the 
early response of feeder calves. 
Chopped grass hay was readily 
eaten by the calves and resulted in 
much greater gains during the first 
week 
than 
when 
calves 
were 
immediately offered silage as the only 
roughage. However, after the first 
week, calves fed com silage gained 
more and were more efficient. Steer 
calves getting com silage for the entire 
trial showed a 42 percent improvement 
in response over claves that were fed 
chopped hay. 
Preston believes the difference the 
first week is because the newly arrived 
calves have not previously been 
introduced to com silage and take 
several days to accept it. Therefore, he 
thinks feeding chopped hay mixed with 
com silage rn increasing amounts will

Will fatty foods make you fat’ You 
can be 
sure 
they 
will 
if 
you 
overindulge. Fats are concentrated 
sources of energy This means that 2 
ounces of fat, for example, will give 
your body twice as much energy — or 
calories — as 2 ounces of protein or 2 
ounces of carbohydrates But fats are 
necessary nutrients. Like proteins and 
carbohydrates, fats are a basic 
nutritional component of the food we 
eat. 
Do not shun fats entirely. Instead, 
protect yourself by keeping your fat 
intake at moderate levels, or at 
minimum levels if you have a weight 
problem. But remember that everyone 
needs some fat in his or her diet 
because our bodies depend on fats to 
perform these important jobs: 
Provide energy and thereby release 
protein for body building and repair; 
Carry fat-soluble vitamins A, D, E, & 
K; 
Make up part of the structure of body 
cells; 
Form a protective cushion around 
vital organa; 
Supply an essential fatty acid — 
linoleic acid. 
Since the body does not make linoleic 
acid, your food must provide it. You’ll 
find it in various oils that come from 
plants. 
These 
are 
called 
“polyunsaturated” fats or oils. They 
include com, cottonseed, safflower, 
seasme, soybean and peanut oils. 
Foods usually made from these 
polyunsaturated 
fats 
include 
margarine, 
salad 
dressings, 
mayonnaise and cooking oils. Poultry 
and fish also provide a certain amount 
of linoleic acid. 
Cooks know that fats add flavor to 
food, and we well know that facts give 
our meals a stick-to-the-ribs quality. 
Nutritionists explain that this is so 
because fats digest slowly, thus 
keeping food in the stomach longer. 
Foods that 
contain 
substantial 
amounts of fats are butter, margarine, 
shortening, cooking and salad oils, 
cream, most cheeses, mayonnaise, 
salad dressing, nuts. Meats, whole 
milk, eggs and chocolate contain some 


fat. Foods made with fat include 
cakes, pastries, potato chips and 
similar snacks. 
Foods that are animal products 
contain a fat-like substance called 
cholesterol. In addition 
to the 
cholesterol in your diet, your body 
makes 
a 
certain 
amount 
of 
cholesterol; it is found in every body 
cell. Doctors frequently recommend 
low cholesterol diets for persons with 
heart disease. Common foods that 
contain 
high 
percentages 
of 
cholesterol are egg yolk, shrimp, 
brains, liver and kidney.

seemed to substantiate the Ohio 
scientists’ theory. This year, another 
study was initiated with steer calves 
where half of the animals were creep 
fed a soybean prior to shipping fever 
was observed in any of the calves so 
the results of the study were 
inconclusive. The scientists hope to 
conduct additional research to prove 
or disprove the protein theory as a 
factor in shipping fever symptoms.

It Grows

The bagworm drags its home around 
wherever it goes. The larva made the 
bag extends the front part of its body, 
permitting free use of its forelegs. 
When the larva becomes full grown, it 
stops feeding and firmly attaches the 
bag to a twig. Attachment usually 
occurs during August 
Pupation takes place inside the bag. 
and the adult stage appears about four 
weeks after a larva has stopped 
feeding Adult females have neither 
legs or wings. After mating with a 
winged male through an opening in the 
bottom of the bag, the female deposits 
a mass of eggs inside the bag Then she 
wiggles out of the bag and falls to the 
ground. The eggs remain in the bag 
during the winter and hatch the next 
spring, usually the early half of June, 
but earlier in southern Ohio. 
These pests attack a wide variety of 
plants, but the most damage is done to 
ornamental arborvitae and juniper 


To control the bagworm, you may 
prefer to pick the bags of your plants 
and destroy them, if there are only a 
few present. Newly hatched larvae can 
be controlled with insecticides. Such 
materials 
as 
Cygon, 
Sevin, 
Spectracide, chlordane, malathion. 
Dipel, or Dylox can be used. Check the 
pesticide label for specific details

Ever wonder why a lightning bug 
has this unusual feature of producing 
light as it flies through the night? 
Actually, it is flashing a mating signal. 
The curiosity this mysterious and 
interesting little beetle has stirred up 
over the years in all of us. particularly 
as 
youngsters, 
is 
tremendous. 
Remember when you would chase 
them until you had a glass jar half full? 
Of course, you got a few stumped toes 
and skinned shins in the process, but 
that’s growing up. 


The light in the lightning bug is 
produced by the oxidation of a 
substance 
known 
as 
luciferin. 
Oxyluciferin is formed and light 
production is instantaneous. The 
luciferin is not used up, but it is used 
time and time again. 


In comparing the light of a lightning 
bug with other light, we find that this 
insect’s light is 92 to IOO per cent light 
rays. A gas flame produces 98 per cent 
heat and two per cent light rays; an 
electric arc produces 90 per cent heat 
and IO per cent light. Even the sun is 
said to produce 65 per cent heat and 
only 35 per cent light. 
So, the lightning bug produces no 
heat rays or ultra violet rays in its 
process. Just think, if man could 
produce luciferin synthetically, he 
could harness a light more efficient 
than anything we have today.

An Ohio study conducted in a 
commercial feedlot confirms that 
Ralgro 
(a 
growth 
stim ulating 
hormone) is an effective replacement 
for diethylstilbestrol (DES) for 
finishing steers and heifers. 
The study, conducted by animal 
scientist H. W. Newland and Ohio State 
University graduate student M. E. 
Mount, was revealed at 1973 Beef Day 
August 8 at the Ohio Agricultural 
Research and Development Center. 
Three trials, involving IOO heifers 
and 300 steers in R. L. Wright’s feed lol 
near Clyde, Ohio, compared stilbestrol 
(DES) implants with Ralgro implants. 
Comparisons of DES (a synthetic 
estrogen used by cattle feeders for 
nearly 20 years) and Ralgro (a natural 
estrogen originally isolated from corn 
molds) have been made by various 
institutions since the mid-1960’s with 
varying results. 
The current Ohio study showed that 
performance of Ralgo-treated cattle 
was not significantly different than the 
improved performance of DES-treated 
cattle. 
In April, the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration cancelled approval for 
use of DES implants in beef cattle. The 
cancellation was ordered when traces 
of the synthetic hormone, which has 
been routinely used to get faster and 
cheaper gains on cattle, were found in 
livers. 
Fortunately, cattle feeders can 
switch to Ralgro or other products 
(Synovex-S, Synovex-H, or MGA) to 
help achieve 
more efficient beef 
production. Although more expensive 
than DES, the other materials are still 
profitable.

Inflation in Western Europe 
is having an effect on the 
traditional flow of labor from 
the poorer nations to those with 
more 
vibrant 
economies. 
Millions of workers are in­ 
volved in imported labor for­ 
ces. 
Thirty per cent of Swit­ 
zerland’s work force is non- 
Swiss. Five million or more 
migrant workers are employed 
in France and West Germany. 
Sweden and Austria are other 
lands offering opportunities to 
large numbers of foreign 
workers. 


However the W atergate dram a 
comes out in the end, one thing is now 
certain. In policy terms, the Nixon 
Administration is unraveling like an 
old sweater. The issues we had 
supposed adjudicated in the 1972 
election have all been reopened. In 
fact, 
all 
along 
the 
line, 
the 
Administration’s liberal opponents are 
taking advantage of Watergate to 
reverse the result of 1972. A few 
startling examples: 
(1) Skyrocketing welfare costs were 
a basic issue in 1972. Governors 
Reagan and Rockefeller had moved to 
center 
stage 
through 
welfare 
crackdowns. Following suit, the Nixon 
Adm inistration had 
junked 
the 
expensive Family Assistance Plan. It 
had installed a fiscal conservative and 
welfare sceptic, Caspar Weinberger, 
at HEW. It had given Howard Phillips 
a mandate to cut back at OEO. Now all 
this has been reversed. Alvin G. Arnett 
has changed Phillips’ course at OEO 
180 degrees. Melvin Laird speaks of 
returning to FAP. At HEW, strong 
indications exist that Weinberger will 
be succeeded by liberal civn-rignis 
activist Frank Caducei. Tough luck, 
everyone who voted for Nixon in 1972. 
(2) At the Justice Department, in 
response to a w idespread anti- 
permissive consensus in 1972, Richard 
Kleindienst took over as Attorney 
G eneral. Now, though completely 
untainted, he has been forced out by 
Watergate. His successor is Elliot 
Richardson, he of the social-worker 
rhetoric. Liberal environm entalist 
William Ruckleshaus is slated for a top 
post 
under 
Richardson. 
He 
is 
unassociated with law-and-order. The 
1972 election must have occurred in 
another country. 
(3) If anything was clear from the 
1972 vote, it was a massive rejection of 
George McGovern’s neo-isolationism. 
He 
was 
on 
the 
defensive 
here 
throughout the campaign. The election 
has to be interpreted as a ratification 
of Nixon’s realpolitik in Southeast Asia 
and elsewhere. 
Now, in a series of startling moves, 
Congress is seeking to reverse this 
result. The August 15 deadline for the 
Cambodian bombing, agreed to by 
Nixon, removes all of his diplomatic 
leverage there. The Senate Armed 
Services Subcommittee has eliminated 
from the defense budget key strategic 
weapons systems viewed last year by 
the Administration as vital to the 
balance of power, post-SALT. The 
important Trident submarine program 
has been cut back. Thus it appears that 
we are going to get more "welfare” 
and less national security, even though 
Nixon won the election on the opposite 


But with the unsettling ef­ 
fects of inflation, frictions 
between native and migrant 
workers 
have increased.

disparity in wages and living 
conditions between the two 
groups exists, and becomes 
more apparent with rising 
prices and scarcities of com­ 
modities.

Pork Prices 
Said Rising 
Too Sharply 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Nixon 
administration is voicing concern over 
the sharply rising cost of pork, but has 
ruled out trying to halt the increase 
with a price freeze. 
Kenneth Fedor of the Cost of Living 
Council said in an interview Thursday 
that some of the increase in pork 
prices may be attributed to the beef 
shortage. But that alone does not 
explain the hikes, he said. 
“We are getting more supply, but the 
price continues to go up,” he said, 
noting that the price of hogs has 
jumped from $37.31 
per hundred 
pounds in the first week of June to 
$59.13. 
President Nixon lifted the freeze on 
all food prices except beef on July 18. 
The beef ceiling will be removed on 
Sept. 12, and Fedor, director of the 
council’s Office of Food Price Moni­ 
toring, said there is no prospect of 
restoring the freeze on pork prices. 
He said the administration feels food 
prices in general have been advancing 
too sharply since the freeze ended. And 
the supermarket price of beef is 
expected to increase by IO per cent 
once the ceiling on beef is lifted, he 
said. 
And despite that freeze and the fact 
some cattlemen are withholding their 
stock from the market until prices 
rise, Fedor said there is no nationwide 
beef shortage. 
The council says the beef supply is 80 
to 85 per cent of normal. “It’s not as 
much as we would like to see, but it 
doesn’t fit the definition of shortage 
that a lot of people seem to be using,” 
Fedor said.

Bennett Cooper, whom he said tried to 
teach new guards psychology, but 
nothing 
about 
the 
practical 
responsibilities of running a cellblock. 
“There is hardly any training for 
new guards,” he said. “They don’t 
have the slightest idea what they are 
there for.” 
Upton, a Teamsters Union official, 
said 
he was speaking for all 
corrections guards. He said that the 
guards were on the same side as the 
inmates in current fray. 
“We’re on the same side with the 
inmates in this,” Upton stated. “They 
don’t give them anything to do, arid 
there is little effort to train them for 
making it on the outside.”

HEIDELBERG, Germany (AP) — 
The 
U.S. 
Army’s 
European 
headquarters has ordered the 8th 
Infant^ Division to stop a special 
antidissent program that the press 
found out about. 
The 
Army 
command, 
which 
oversees 200,000 American troops in 
West Germany, also denied reports 
that it is intensifying intelligence oper­ 
ations to spy on the so-called “GI 
underground.” 
This headquarters is not directing an 
i n t e n s i f i e d 
m i l i t a r y 
counterintelligence program against 
underground activities within the 
United States Army, Europe,” a 
statement said Thursday. 
The command refused to say 
whether it is continuing surveillance 
and wiretapping to check on civilian 
and military dissidents. Reports of 
such surveillance have touched off 
criticism in Washington and among 
West Germans. 
The 8th Infantry program, outlined 
in a directive dated July 23, was aimed 
at both military personnel and 
“civilian extremists.” It directed sol­ 
diers to report the name, rank, unit 
and race of any persons involved in 
such “indicators of dissidence” as 
complaining to congressmen and the 
news media and attending “extremist 
meetings” outside Army premises. 
The headquarters said the directive 
was rescinded because “guidance on 
dissent contained in Army regulations 
is considered sufficient and soldier dis­ 
sent within the command is presently 
at a very low level.

commanders is with unlawful acts 
such as espionage and sabotage to 
include bombing, arson and damage to 
equipment.”

left much of a mark on the old 
Heineman family winery on 
this rocky I .ake Erie island. 
Heineman wine is still 
stored in the old cellar vats 
Gustav Heineman pounded 
together back in 1888. 
Grandson Louis Heineman 
still catches a first yeasty 
sample of the wine to verify 
its 
taste 
en 
route 
to 
purification and bottling.. 
Heineman’s customers like 
it that way. At least, they 
seem to. It’s one of a handful 
of American wineries which 
refuses to sell wholesale, and 
customers must come to the 
island for the wine. 
Nestled into South 
Bass 
Island, bottom-most of the 
handful of rocky Lake Erie 
island which trail up from 
Marblehead Peninsula, the 
winery is in a strategic spot to 
bypass change. 
Only the tourist - during 
four summer months - means 
more 
to 
the 
island 
than 
grapes. And for months at a 
time, when winter surrounds 
the island with broken ice and 
the ferries stop running, only 
airplanes keep the resident in 
contact with the rest of the 
world. 
Gustav brought the winery 
from Germany because of the 
growing season, not the 
isolation. Heineman said the 
growing season is 20 days 
longer than it should be, that 
grapes grow here for nearly a 
month longer than as far 
south as Cincinnati. 
Moreover, Heineman said, 
the brisk lake winds, the 
rocky soil and the humid air 
are perfect for grapes. 
Progress came to South 
Bass Island in the form of 
automated 
presses 
that

smash the grape more surely 
and 
cleanly 
than 
hand 
presses or islanders’ feet. 
But Heineman’s winery 
proceeds at an unhurried 
pace, the few employes and 
I/niis scheduling their day no 
further or faster than the 
grape requires. 
At most, the winery has an 
annual production of 25,000 
gallons, Heineman said. It 
has never processed more 
than is grown on the island’s 
few acres of vineyards. 
Prohibition, which tame 
next, “ was great,” he said. 


“ All we did was process 
grape juice and sell it to 
people. A few days of work a 
year.” 


Public taste 
began 
to 
change after World War ll, 
Heineman said, with the 
return of soldiers used to 
drinking wine in Europe 
“ Now, more people are 
drinking wine every day,” 
Heineman said. It has pushed 
Heineman’s toward offering 
more sweet wines, since that 
seems to be the direction of 
public taste, he said.

NEW YOUK (A P) - 
Abel, who often pops U| 
dio and TV to deliver 
or two, last month was in­ 
vestigated by the Federal Bu­ 
reau of Investigation about a 
hoax 
concerning

Watergate hearings. 


A source close to the 
investigation — Abel, to be 
precise — says it happened a 
few weeks after lie and a 
female colleague hoaxed 
some members of the fourth 
estate at a news conference in 
Washington, D.C. 
His colleague, an actress, 
posed as a repentant call girl 
who’d been prompted by the 
nationally-televised 
Watergate hearings to come 
forth 
with 
her 
own 
revelations of high-level 
hanky-panky. 
She spoke of political 
espionage in boudoirs, paid 
for by Republicans who lured 
her to fool around with 
Democartes 
and 
• by 
Democrates who hired her to 
fool around with Republicans. 
The lady, who gave her di­ 
mensions as “ 37-24-354,” 
also told of one Washington 
orgy attended by “ a who's 
who — in tile nude, of 
course.” 


All of it was sheer imagina­ 
tion and the handiwork of 
Abel, 40, and a professional 
hoaxer since 1959, when he 
drew national attention with 
his campaign to clothe naked 
animals. 
Alas, after Abel’s latest ca­ 
per, a prankster phoned Sen. 
Sam Ervin, D-N.C., head of 
the 
Senate 
Watergate 
Committee, 
and 
passed 
himself off successfully, if 
briefly, 
as 
Treasury 


Secretary George Schultz. 
He told Ervin the White 
House would give the com­ 
mittee its secret, Watergate- 
related 
tape recordings. 
Ervin reported this during 
the hearings, but quickly 
learned it was a hoax. The 
FBI was called in. 
Aile! who is serious only 
when emphasizing he had no 
part in the Ervin hoax, which 
violated a federal law, says 
the 
F B I 
apparently 
remembered 
his 
earlier 
legitimate hoax and got to 
wondering. 
The next thing, he said, was 
that two FBI agents came to 
his Manhattan apartment, in­ 
terrogated him for two hours 
and warned “ that I was the 
prime suspect” in the Ervin 
hoax. 
“ I at first thought I’d inter­ 
rogate them a little bit,” Abel 
laughed. “ But then I thought, 
‘well, I better not play around 
with these guys. This is busi­ 
ness.” ’ 
An FB I spokesman here 
confirmed that the agents did 
question Abel and that the 
Ervin hoax “ was the thrust of 
their questioning.” 
Most of their questioning 
was to pinpoint my where­ 
abouts at the time the phone 
call (to Earvin) was made,” 
Abel said. “ I was able to 
prove the fact that at that 
time I was at a studio in New 
York, doing a telephone 
interview for the BBC radio. 
“ They 
were 
very 
thorough,” Abel said of the 
agents. “ They had a complete 
dossier on all of my activities, 
going all the way back to 
when I launched my first 
campaign to clothe naked 
animals.”

Silverware Salvaged 
From Andrea Dor la 


NANTUCKET, Mass. (AP) - Two 
former Navy divers have recovered 
silverware and ship fittings from the 
Andrea Doria in the first human foray 
into the Italian luxury liner since she 
sank 17 years ago. 
Donald 
Rodocker, 
27, 
and 
Christopher Delucci, 22, both of San 
Diego, Calif., cut into the port side of 
the foyer deck of the 11-deck ship on 
Friday with the help of support divers 
from the operations ship Narragan­ 
sett. 
The divers plan to cut into the ship’s 
vaults today or Sunday. The vaults 
reportedly contain 
more than $1 
million in cash, negotiable bonds and 
jewelry. 
In all, valuables estimated at $4 


million are aboard the Andrea Doria, 
which went down July 26, 1956, after 
colliding with the Swedish ship Stock­ 
holm some 40 miles south of here. 
Rodocker and Delucci plan to stay 
under for IO days, living in a life- 
supporting habitat that is attached to 
the liner. 
They are working in 40-degree, 
murky water some 240 feet below the 
surface, using special torches to cut 
through the ship and special lights for 
illumination. 
Under maritime salvage law, the 
divers can keep up to 50 per cent of the 
valuables and money recovered, with 
the ship’s owner, the Italian Line, and 
its underwriters having rights to the 
rest.
